SINGING WITH JOY

MARTIN Brophy has plenty of reasons 
to sing from the rooftops after being 
awarded an MBE in the Queen’s Birthday 
Honours List. 

The 59-year-old, of Muswell Hill, is the 
founder of Sing Out, the UK association of 
LGBT (lesbian, gay, bisexual, and transgender) 
choirs, and a long-established member of the 
London Gay Men’s Chorus. 

He was also the first person from outside north 
America to become a trustee of GALA, the 
largest voluntary LGBT singing organisation in 
the world. 

The baritone told the Advertiser. “To get an 
MBE is lovely, although it does feel a bit weird. 
You do stuff because you love it and because it 
makes other people’s lives better. No one does 
things just to get an MBE. 

“It’s a nice feeling that people thought enough 
of what I have been doing to fill in an application 
form, and then knowing a bit more about the 
process, to go through all the hoops to get it. 

“But nothing is in isolation and this is on behalf 
of lots of other people who have worked so hard. 

“It’s great for the work which I do and for all 
the organisations which I am involved in.” 

Martin was born in St Albans, Hertfordshire, 
where he currently runs his own business, and 
has lived in Muswell Hill for the past 30 years. 

He said that music had always featured in his 
life, and in order to fill a “spiritual gap”, he 
joined the London Gay Men’s Chorus as a second 
tenor 16 years ago. 

“It was quite small then - only about 35 mem¬ 
bers,” he said. “Now we have about 200”. 

That success is is no small part down to Martin, 
who, after becoming chairman of the chorus in 
2000, helped to bring financial stability to the 
group, gaining charity status, taking on paid-for 
staff and raising its membership from 60 to 180. 

Now the LGMC, which started off from very 
humble beginnings and six men singing at Angel 
Tube station in Islington in 1991, is acclaimed 
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worldwide, as well as regularly appearing on TV 
and radio shows. 

Asked for a highlight of his musical career, 
which has seen him working with Sir Elton John 
and George Michael to singing in venues across 
the world, Martin picks out performing at last 
year’s London Paralympic Games. 

He said: “It was just incredible. I had been 
involved in the Olympics since the bid part, 
working on forms. It was really special to see so 
many people together. Even now when I see clips 
of the Games it is just incredible.” 

But equally incredible, says Martin, is the role 
that singing can play in people’s lives and helping 
to boost their confidence. 

He added: “It helps people find an inner 
strength - particularly lesbian and gay people.

Killer thought 0AP 
was ‘the antichrist’ 

A KNIFE maniac who stabbed his elderly 
neighbour to death because he thought 
she was the antichrist has been detained 
indefinitely in hospital. 

Hakim Abdillahi, 38, of Morant Place, 
Wood Green, forced 79-year-old Eleftheria 
Demetriou to watch a religious DVD before 
plunging a blade into her heart seven times 
on August 15. He then dialled 999 and waited 
calmly for police and paramedics to arrive. 

When police turned up, Abdillahi told them, 
“I was told to deal with her - you should be 
happy the antichrist is dead”, prosecutor 
Kaly Kaul told the court on Monday. 

A post-mortem examination found that the 
OAP, who Abdillahi called “grandma”, died 
from multiple wounds to the heart and spleen. 

Djibouti-born Abdillahi had been released 
from the care of St Ann’s Hospital, in 
Tottenham, just three weeks earlier after 
being treated for a personality disorder. 

Abdillahi, who pleaded guilty at the Old 
Bailey to manslaughter, had come to the UK 
from the east African country on a false 
passport in 1999, pretending to be six years 
younger than he was.

Tory duo help defeat 
bid for reform of sex 
education in schools

TWO of the borough’s MPs have 
defended their decision to vote against a 
law that would have seen information 
about sexual consent, domestic and 
sexual violence taught in every school. 

The amendment to the Children and 
Families Bill that was defeated by 303 to 
219 votes last Tuesday night would 
have made it mandatory to implement a 
new curriculum of personal, social and 
health education. 

The reforms would have seen the 
lessons taught to teenagers include 
information about sexual consent, same- 
sex relationships, sexual violence and 
domestic abuse within relationships. 

However, Conservative MP for Enfield 
Southgate David Burrowes insisted 
there was no need for new legislation. 

Defending the current recommended 
curriculum, which does not include 
information on issues such as same-sex 
relationships, he told the Advertiser. “It 
is important that sex education is taught 
in the context of committed relation¬ 
ships and particularly marriage. 

“Given that sex education and relation¬ 
ship education is compulsory in main¬ 


tained secondary schools and is subject 
to the discretion of primary schools’ 
teachers, governors and parents, I did 
not see the need to change the law. 

“Parents and teachers need to be 
equipped to provide good-quality sex 
education and relationship education - 
but that does not need more legislation.” 

Enfield North MP Nick de Bois was 
also adamant the law did not need to 
change to make some of the issues 
raised in the amendment compulsory for 
teachers and students. 

Agreeing with his Tory colleague, he 
told the Advertiser. “The government is 
right to ensure that, by resisting the urge 
to make lots of subjects statutory, that 
teachers have the freedom to tailor 
their lesson plans to suit the needs of 
their pupils. 

“In places where certain problems are 
identified as key issues, such as teenage 
pregnancy, teachers have more freedom 
to decide what issues are focused on. 

“I believe it’s right to trust teachers to 
make that judgement.” 

Andy Love, the Labour MP for 
Edmonton, did not take part in last 
week’s vote, explaining that he had prior 
commitments to constituents - but he 
said he regretted the bill’s defeat. 


“I strongly support sexual health and 
relationship education in schools and 
was sorry that the Conservatives and 
Liberal Democrats voted overwhelmingly 
to reject Labour’s amendment to the bill 
last week,” he said. 

Although teenage pregnancy rates in 
Enfield have improved in recent years, 
in 2011 - the latest figures available - 
the number was 156, a rate of 25.8 per 
1,000 women aged between 15 and 17. 

Mary Mason, chief executive of 
London-based domestic violence charity 
Solace Women’s Aid, which has a 
branch in Enfield, said: “It’s vital that 
young people are educated about 
domestic and sexual violence and the 
importance of healthy relationships. 

“We support over 5,000 victims of 
domestic and sexual violence every year 
and we know that this is the minority of 
cases in London as many women are 
too frightened to call or don’t know that 
services are available. 

“Teaching young people in schools 
about abuse will help them avoid 
becoming both victims and perpetrators 
and give them a clear understanding of 
this area of crime. 

“Once a teenager has left the education 
system, sadly the only opportunity they

may have to learn about domestic 
and sexual violence is through direcl 
experience - and this is what we are 
trying to prevent. 

“We urgently need the government tc 
introduce this as compulsory on the cur¬ 
riculum to safeguard the next generation.’

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Parents step up bid for extra road 
safety measures by primary school

MORE than 1,200 concerned parents 
and residents have signed a petition 
calling for improved road safety in 
Southgate. 

Campaigners from Walksafe N14 are 
calling on Barnet Council to introduce 
safe crossings, more yellow lines and 
20mph speed limits in the roads 
surrounding Osidge Primary School in 
Chase Way 

“We walk to school every day and 
there is no safe place to cross,” said 
campaign leader Cait O’Riordan, who 
has two children at Osidge School.

“Everywhere you have to cross are 
really busy roads. 

“When I moved to Barnet from 
Haringey I was delighted by the quiet 
leafy area, but soon after moving I 
realised there was another danger. 

“The speed at which people drive is 
really scary. 

“People are really upset by how 
dangerous it is, but they are also 
resigned to the fact that nothing will 
be done.” 

The group has taken inspiration from 
parent-led pressure group Walksafe 
N2, whose road safety campaign saw 


the introduction of a 20mph speed limit 
and a zebra crossing near Martin 
Primary School in Plane Tree Walk, 
East Finchley, in March this year. 

After collecting 2,000 signatures the 
East Finchley campaign was allowed 
to present its case to the a scrutiny 
committee at Hendon Town Hall, in 
The Burroughs. 

Walksafe N14’s petition has already 


attracted more than 1,200 signatures on 
paper and online. 

“The Walksafe campaign in East 
Finchley was the thing that really 
spurred me into action,” added Ms 
Riordan. 

“They ran a campaign that made me 
think it was possible. 

“The council are really responsive, 
but what I’m hearing is a lot of talk 


about consultations and investigations. 

“The purpose of the petition is to get 
the council to understand the strength 
of local feeling. 

“I really don’t want to wait until a 
child is seriously injured or worse for 
something to be done about it.” 

A council spokeswoman said: “We 
have received an e-petition from the 
Walk Safe N14 group and would be 


more than happy to discuss their 
concerns at the next Chipping Barnet 
Residents’ Forum on June 25 at Barnet 
House, in Baxendale. 

“We look forward to hearing the 
group’s concerns and working closely 
with them to see what can be achieved.”

We opposed CPZ but it’s still being 
bulldozed through, say residents 


FURIOUS residents who oppose the extension 
a controlled parking zone in Southgate have 
accused parking chiefs of bulldozing their way 
through the consultation process. 

Proposals to introduce new parking controls 
in and around Chelmsford Road were met 
with overwhelming opposition in all but a few 
sections of the street. 

Just 25 per cent of residents approved plans 
for the CPZ during a second-stage consultation 
by Enfield Council in March. 

But the authority says it will continue the 
process of introducing the zone in the western 
section of Chelmsford Road - where 56 per 
cent of residents were in favour of the proposal. 

Mike Webster, who is leading a local action 
group against the plans, said that the new 
regulations were unnecessary, and that their 
introduction in one part of the street would 
impact the rest of the area. 

“Whenever you put a CPZ in the area it 


always has a knock-on effect on the rest of the 
street because there is not enough parking,” he 
said. “The parking problem isn’t caused by 
commuters anyway, but by residents having too 
many vehicles for the amount of space.” 

The retired engineer also attacked the council 
for only allowing residents a maximum of 50 
half-day visitors’ passes each year. 

“The biggest concern is elderly people who 
rely on visits from families and carers,” added 
Mr Webster. 

“They would not have enough permits and 
there has been no indication that any allowance 
has been made for them.” 

A council spokesman said that the authority 
had listened to the 56 per cent of residents in 
the western part of Chelmsford Road who had 
approved the proposal. 

“The council will therefore progress to a final 
statutory consultation on the addition of these 
sections of road to the Southgate CPZ,” he said.

Council may lose 
planning powers

THE council’s planning department could 
lose its powers if it does not start making 
decisions more quickly. 

Under new guidelines introduced by the 
government in 2010, any council failing to 
deliver a planning decision on 30 per cent of 
major applications submitted within 13 weeks, 
over a two-year period, will no longer have 
power over those decisions in its borough. 

Instead, developers proposing to build in 
Enfield would by-pass the council and submit 
applications to the Planning Inspectorate. 

Although the axe will not fall on under- 
performing councils until October, when the 
most up-to-date and final figures for the two 
years from July 2011 to June 2013 will be 
available, Enfield is currently the seventh 
worst council in the country for delivering 
decisions in less than 13 weeks. 

Of the 41 major decisions made by the 
council in the 18 months from July 2011 to 
December 2012, only 29 per cent were 
decided within 13 weeks - a figure that 
falls just below the 30 per cent “special 
measures” threshold. 

Joanne Laban, deputy leader of Enfield’s 
Conservative group, said: “The Labour 
council has to get its act together over this as 
it is currently failing in its duty to run an 
efficient and well-run planning authority. 

“No one wants Enfield to go into special 


measures, but if the council wants major 
applications to be determined by the Planning 
Inspectorate rather than by councillors it has 
to improve big time.” 

But cabinet member for environment Chris 
Bond said: “We have previously worked with 
developers to secure a good planning out¬ 
come, rather than solely adhering to strict 
timescales - an approach commended by a 
peer review carried out by the Local Govern¬ 
ment Association in association with the 
Planning Advisory Service. 

“As a result, Enfield was the third highest 
performing borough in London in approving 
applications, with 82 per cent. 

“Using the criterion which measures the 
average time to determine a major planning 
application, Enfield, at 103 days, was the 
best-performing borough. 

“Notwithstanding these indicators of good 
performance, an action plan has been developed 
to improve performance against the statutory 
time frames to enable the council to move 
considerably above the government’s perfor¬ 
mance indicators. Early indications show an 
improvement in meeting these time frames.” 

A spokesman from the Department for 
Communities and Local Government added: 
“The designations will not be made until 
October and will take into account perfor¬ 
mance over two years. Until then, the identity 
of any specific authority is speculation.

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Leading councillor 
in de-selection fight

FURTHER evidence of infighting 
within Enfield Labour Party has 
emerged following the de-selection 
of a leading councillor. 

Two weeks after complaints were 
made against former Enfield North 
MP Joan Ryan over her conduct at 
Southgate Labour Party’s annual 
meeting, last Wednesday Alev Cazi- 
moglu, an Enfield Highway ward 
councillor and chairwoman of 
Enfield Council’s health and well¬ 
being scrutiny committee, was 
taken off the list of candidates for 
next year’s local elections by the 
Local Campaign Forum of Labour 
in Enfield. 

In a letter seen by the Advertiser 
which was sent to Mrs Cazimoglu 
last Thursday, Tim Leaver, proce¬ 
dure secretary of the LCF, wrote 
that the decision was taken follow¬ 
ing a breach of the Candidates’ 

Code of Conduct at the Highway shortlisting meeting 
on June 9. 

The letter states that Mrs Cazimoglu has breached 
the rule that “no financial inducement or inducement 
in kind may be offered to attempt to secure support” 
and that “no potential candidate or members acting on 
her/his behalf will interfere with or put under duress 
any member in regard to how they vote at any stage 
during the process.” 

The matter has been referred to London Region 
Labour Party and Mrs Cazimoglu is expected to appeal 


against the decision before an inde¬ 
pendent panel in the next two 
weeks. 

The councillor has denied any 
wrongdoing and called into ques¬ 
tion the validity of the complaint. 

She told the Advertiser. “I will 
not comment on an internal party 
process. I am focused on doing the 
job that people of this borough have 
voted me to do and the future of our 
local hospital is my priority.” 

A spokesman for London Labour 
Party said: “It is not surprising that 
these selections are highly competi¬ 
tive with claims and counter-claims 
of possible breaches of conduct on 
all sides. 

“London Labour Party is closely 
monitoring developments to ensure 
our democratic processes are 
adhered to.” 

Mrs Cazimoglu’s de-selection 
comes amid further evidence of dis¬ 
content in the party. 

Tonight, a faction of members is 
launching a Labour Renewal in Enfield campaign, 
calling for candidates to reject harassment, bullying 
and intimidation as campaign tools and urging a bor¬ 
ough-wide campaign to achieve victory for Labour 
across Enfield. 

The initiative is supported by three of the five candi¬ 
dates seeking selection for Labour in Enfield North for 
the 2015 general election - Feyral Demirci, Ayfer 
Orhan and Annajoy David. Party members in Enfield 
North will be selecting the prospective parliamentary 
candidate at a meeting on Sunday.

Joint effort to beat blacklisting 


CAMPAIGNERS and councillors 
met at Enfield Civic Centre in Silver 
Street yesterday to raise awareness 
of the issue of blacklisting in the 
construction industry. 

Members of trade union Unite met 
Andrew Stafford, Enfield Council’s 
cabinet member for finance, to 
discuss the practice by which union 
members, stewards or safety 
representatives on previous building 
projects are denied work. 

Erkan Ersoy, organiser for Unite in 
London, said: “We are saying that the 
council should publicly come out and 
say that it will no longer work with 


blacklisting companies and support the 
union in getting a meeting with 
suspected companies so we can put 
forward our evidence. 

“We want to put an end to blacklist¬ 
ing in the industry.” 

Mr Stafford said: “The council is 
opposed to any form of discrimination 
and committed to the provision of job 
opportunities for everyone, and is 
putting together a policy that explicitly 
addresses the issue of blacklisting. 

“In the meantime we are keen to 
work with the construction industry 
and Unite to find a workable solution 
to this issue.”

donations, has reported the incident 
to Action Fraud’s national centre. 

Rachel Ritter, the charity’s head of 
fundraising, told the Advertiser : “This 
has never happened in the seven years 
I’ve been working for the charity, but 
I guess it probably happens to bigger 
ones. What’s more alarming is that a 
section of the road where there is 
apparently a lot of elderly people has 
been targeted.” 

The bogus collector was described 


as white and of slim build and was 
wearing a baseball cap. 

Ms Ritter added: “Please do not 
give money to people if they do not 
have an official letter from the 
charity, branded materials or a 
collector’s ID badge. 

“If you have any suspicions over the 
credibility of someone, please do not 
hand over any cash. Otherwise, please 
contact our fundraising team on 
01869 341 075 and we can verify the 
authenticity of people asking for 
funds on our behalf.” 


Parkinson’s man who had 


‘had enough’ drank bleach

A PARKINSON’S disease sufferer, who 
told friends that he was “fed up” with 
his quality of life, committed suicide 
by drinking bleach, an inquest ruled 
last week. 

Coroner Andrew Walker concluded 
that Colin Rayner, 87, of Wellington 
Road, Enfield, a significant quantity of 
the toxic cleaning product in a deliberate 
bid to end his life. 

The hearing at North London Coroner’s 
Court, in Wood Street, Barnet, on Thurs¬ 
day into the death of the former local 
government officer, revealed the frail 
octogenarian, who had been suffering 
from the degenerative disease of the 
central nervous system for three years, 


was visited by carers four times a day 
and was forced to rely on a walking 
frame to help him move around his home. 

Mr Rayner’s next of kin, close family 
friend Frances Carr, told the coroner: “I 
think the problem he had is that he had 
always been very, very fit and was finding 
it difficult to cope with his deterioration. 

“He knew his condition was deteriorat¬ 
ing and he couldn’t cope with it.” 

Ms Carr admitted that none of his 
friends had realised the extent of Mr 
Rayner’s depression. 

“I was quite shocked by what happened,” 
she told the coroner. 

“I had spoken to him the night before 
and he said, ‘I look forward to seeing 
you, dear’.” 

Ruling that Mr Rayner had intended to 
commit suicide, the coroner said that the 


way he handled the bleach, pouring it 
into a glass before drinking it, combined 
with telling his neighbour that he had 
“had enough”, indicated that he drank 
the toxin “with the intention of bringing 
an end to his own life”. 

Barbara Williams, director of support 
and local groups for Parkinson’s UK, 
urged anyone who suffers from or is 
affected by the degenerative condition to 
seek support. 

“Parkinson’s is an incurable condition 
that progresses over time and can affect 
people in different ways,” she said. 

“We do not want anybody to have to 
face Parkinson’s alone and our thoughts 
are with the friends of Mr Rayner during 
what must be a difficult time.”

A CLEANING monitor for Enfield 
Homes says he is feeling victimised after 
trying to provide helpful feedback to 
the company. 

Erol Ovayolu, of Guernsey House, in 
Eastfield Road, Enfield Wash, signed up 
to be a caretaker monitor at the start of 
the year for the arms-length management 
organisation on the understanding that 
his position was anonymous. 

His duties are to provide monthly 
feedback on the standard of cleaning of 
communal areas and lifts as well as 
report on general maintenance of the 
estate’s grounds. 

Last Thursday, after he had repeatedly 
contacted managers at Enfield Homes 
with complaints about cleaning duties 
not being carried out, the leaseholder 
spoke to the caretaking manager and 
agreed to meet him later in the day to 
inspect the block. 

But within minutes of the call Mr Ovay-

olu found the block’s caretaker mopping 
the main lobby, and on seeing the 31- 
year-old trainee paralegal addressed him 
in an aggressive manner, saying: “Are 
you happy that it’s now clean?” 

Mr Ovayolu says he feels betrayed by 
the caretaking manager for breaching his 
confidentiality and forewarning the care¬ 
taker of the impending inspection. 

He told the Advertiser. “On the phone 
the manager said he would not tell the 
caretaker he was coming, but when I 
met him after I questioned him a couple 
of times he admitted he had spoken to 
the caretaker. 

“The management are upset with me 
because I have made lots of complaints. 


I’m also doing secret inspections of the 
customer services and I’m asking the 
board members why it is not improving.” 

Mr Ovayolu is a leaseholder in the 
block after buying his one-bedroom 
flat under the right-to-buy scheme in 
March 2007. 

After completing 12 months of inspec¬ 
tions, Mr Ovayolu will be “rewarded” by 
the organisation with a £50 gift voucher 
- but he says that he is not doing the 
inspections for the reward. 

He added: “I’m doing it for the other 
residents, and also you would not want 
your home to be in this condition when 
there’s a friend coming to your house.” 

A spokesman for Enfield Homes 
confirmed that a complaint had 
been received. 

He said: “We have started our investiga¬ 
tion. We aim to respond to complaints 
within ten working days but will obvi¬ 
ously let Mr Ovayolu know the outcome 
of our enquiries before that date if we can. 

“We are not in a position to comment 
any further at this stage.”

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Let schools pick 
what to teach 

EQUALITY and safe relationships must be 
taught by our schools so it is clear that 
discrimination in any form should have no 
place in the classroom. 

So teaching about domestic and sexual 
violence as well as same-sex marriages must 
feature in our children’s education, just as 
racial and religious discrimination should. 

What is questionable is whether legislation 
should be used to enforce what is taught - that, 
we fear, is a slippery slope.

High-tech machine 
boosts cancer fight 

Four times faster than radiography treatment

A NEW radiotherapy machine capable of pin¬ 
point accuracy is being installed at North 
Middlesex Hospital. 

The state-of-the-art £2.85million TrueBeam 
linear accelerator is said to be four times faster 
than conventional radiotherapy treatment. 

The machine was delivered to the hospital, in 
Sterling Way, Edmonton, on Saturday and will be 
installed and tested before being used on the first 
patients in November. 

North Mid is the second hospital in the capital 
to have this revolutionary machine installed, after 
Harley Street at University College Hospital, in 
central London. 

It uses X-ray and CT images to identify 
tumours and track them during treatment so that 
even small movement like a patient’s breathing 


will not affect the beam focusing on a precise 
spot. Head of radiotherapy Joanne McCaffrey 
said: “The linear accelerator will be a tremen¬ 
dous asset to our oncology department. 

“We will be able to treat more patients 
more quickly with greater precision, making 
the treatment experience better and improving 
outcomes.” 

The machine, which is the size of a family car 
and weighs five tons, was installed as part of the 
trust’s £200million modernisation programme 
over the past five years. 

The machine will be used on hundreds of 
patients a year from Enfield, Barnet, Haringey 
and beyond. 

Hospital chief executive Julie Lowe added: 
“This will help us to deliver high-quality cancer 
treatment to our patients. We’re proud to have 
this state-of-the-art system. It is another impor¬ 
tant step in our modernisation programme.”

GRAVES are being emptied to make room 
for the recently deceased, an Enfield Council 
spokesman has confirmed. 

Due to the population explosion in Enfield 
since World War II, and as London expanded 
outwards, cemeteries in the borough are simply 
filling up too fast. 

A council spokesman confirmed that corpses 
that have been buried for more than 80 years in 
communal or paupers’ graves are sometimes 
exhumed and the remains buried elsewhere to 
free up space for those who have died recently. 

But the council insists that the exhumation 
and reburial process is only carried out after 
extensive research to find out if the deceased 


have any living relatives from whom to seek the 
correct permissions. 

Chris Bond, cabinet member for environment, 
said: “Because the borough is running out of 
burial space, we are currently piloting reusing 
common public graves in Edmonton Cemetery 
which have laid unused for at least 85 years. 

“We understand the sensitivity of this subject 
and we are doing everything that we can to 
minimise any distress this process may cause to 
surviving relatives of the people buried in these 
common graves. 

“Prior to reusing them, we make every effort to 
notify any surviving next of kin before getting 
permission from the relevant diocese before 
reusing the site. 

“If we find any remains during this process, we 
will treat them with respect and re-inter them.”

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Drivers can help themselves 
by taking easy steps to avoid 
becoming a victim of crime

T HE number of car crimes in 
Enfield is still very high - 
roughly 4,000 in a year. 

Last year we succeeded in reducing 
these crimes, but what often occurs to 
me is that drivers can do a lot to help 
themselves. 

Vehicle crime can be costly and 
inconvenient, but there are several 
things you can do to lower your risk of 
becoming a victim. 

Car crime is opportunist and criminals 
are on the look out for easy targets, so I 


urge you to take a few simple precau¬ 
tions that will help prevent your car, 
van or motorbike being singled out. 

This may sound obvious, but always 
try to avoid storing valuables in your 
vehicle whenever possible. If you need 
to leave something, keep it well out of 
sight and preferably in a locked boot. 

All too often we receive reports of 
people leaving valuable items clearly 
on view only for them to be stolen. This 
commonly includes sat-navs and laptops. 

Criminals will cause several hundred 


pounds worth of damage just to steal 
some visible loose change, likewise a 
coat or bag may tempt a thief to gamble 
that it contains something they can sell. 

Vans feature heavily as power tools 
are a favourite for thieves and I ask all 
van owners to take extra care. 

Always ensure your van is locked, 
even when it’s parked for short periods 
outside a delivery address or a property 
you’re working in. At night, take all 
tools out of the van and place a sticker 
in the window to let thieves know. 


Parking in a well-lit, busy area is 
preferable to a dark, quiet spot - but 
thieves will visit retail parks and larger 
car parks to find an easy target even 
during busy periods. 

We are working in partnership with 
other agencies including Enfield Council 
to find new ways to tackle all types of 
vehicle crime, as well as building on 
proven successful methods. We need 
vigilant members of the public to report 
suspicious activity to us. Please don’t 
assume that someone else will do it. 


Finally, I would like to mention num¬ 
ber plates which are stolen for use in 
other crimes such as theft of petrol. 

There are now special screws available 
making number plate removal virtually 
impossible without breaking the plate. 

These are widely available in motor¬ 
ing shops and safer neighbourhood 
teams also have a limited supply. 

Look out for crime prevention events 
in your area or contact your local team 
via www.met.police.uk and they will do 
their best to supply you with some.

Events to mark the 
centenary of World 
War I will have to 
strike right balance 


N EXT year is the centenary of 
the outbreak of World War I, 
and there is much to com¬ 
memorate and learn from a conflict 
that saw the deaths of more than 16 
million people and sparked revolu¬ 
tionary change across the world. 

But it will be a strange affair. 

A balance will have to be struck 
between remembering the millions 
who died in the conflict and the 
natural urge of the victorious 
nations to celebrate their role in 
winning the war. 

From the mud and the blood of 
the Somme, where more than 
19,000 British soldiers died on the 
first day alone, to the carnage at 
Gallipoli, World War I had a 
decisive impact on all that followed. 

It changed the way people thought 
and lived after 1918 and altered the 
course of history by facilitating the 
Russian Revolution and the rise of 
the Nazis. 

I hope that the events to mark the 
centenary milestones between 2014 
and 2018 will err on the side of 
reflection and take into consideration 
the effect of the war on ordinary 
people, regardless of where they 
come from or what side of the 
conflict they were on. 

World War I was a defining 
moment in human history and it is 
right to be proud of the men and 
women who made the ultimate 
sacrifice so we could enjoy the 
freedoms we have today. 

But we should also remember the 
impact of war on individuals and 
nations - and remember, too, that 
just one death through conflict is 
a tragedy. 

The 16 to 20 million people 
estimated to have died as a result of 
World War I alone is nothing short 
of a catastrophe.

Confused play has 
its head in clouds

SOCRATES And His Clouds, currently playing 
at the tiny Jermyn Street Theatre, is a rather 
confused play that seeks to attack the money- 
obsessed modern world but which falls rather 
wide of the mark in many aspects. 

Strepsiades is the father of an idle boy, 
Pheidippides, who wants to spend all his time 
- and his father’s money - gambling. 

Strepsiades convinces his son to attend 
Socrates’ college, in the hope that it will lead to 
a well-paid job. 

But Pheidippides’ rather limited intellect isn’t 
suited to learning, especially the philosophy 
taught by Socrates, and things soon turn sour. 

William Lyons’ confused script jumped about 
from scene to scene, not really appearing to 
know where it was going or the point that it 
was trying to make. 

It wasn’t even very clear whether this play, 
which was influenced by Aristophanes’ satire 
The Clouds and Plato’s Dialogues, was meant 
to be set in ancient or in modern Greece. 

The play tackles the modern economic crisis, 
as well as the education system - is learning 
for learning’s sake enough, especially when 
times are hard? 

But Socrates And His Clouds barely 
scratched the surface of these tough questions 
and the actors, on the whole, failed to make 
me care. 

Paul Hutton and Jack Montgomery, playing the 
father and son respectively, gave appealingly 
brash performances, but things were only 
really saved by Alexander Andreou, who 
proved the perfect sage as Socrates.

There were lots of fussy scene changes, 
which slowed the action down, although 
happily the whole play lasted only 80 minutes. 

The chorus, which butts in every now and 
again, didn’t seem to have a real purpose and 
when the entire cast bizarrely broke out into 
song at the finale, I couldn’t leave soon enough. 
Socrates And His Clouds is at the Jermyn 
Street Theatre, Jermyn Street, Piccadilly, 
until Saturday.

A MOTHER and son are 
getting ready to lace up their 
hiking boots as they prepare 
for a challenging non-stop trek 
from London to Brighton.

arteries - inserted into one of 
his arteries. 

Nita explained that this, 
combined with losing her 
mother-in-law to heart disease, 
left her determined to raise 
money for the foundation, 
which carries out research into 
the prevention of and cures for 
the disease. 

Atish added: “The main 
reason I’m joining my mum in 
this is in memory of my grand¬ 
parents, who passed away a 
long time ago.”

Top literary names join

In its former guise, Tokyo Joe’s 
offered a range of Japanese and 
Asian dishes, from curries to sushi. 

But last month owner Tarquinn 
Orgill ditched the raw fish and 
relaunched the High Barnet restau¬ 
rant with a slimmed-down menu 
specialising in robata, a simple form 
of Japanese slow-grilling. 

“Charcoal grilling is something I’m 
really interested in,” said Tarquinn. 
“It’s more of a healthy option as we 
work with all fresh meats and fish. 

“The flavours are quite simple 
but they are different to what you 
usually get. 

“It’s something I love and I wanted 
to bring it up to Barnet.” 

In line with the robata tradition, 
Shoku’s tables surround the all- 
important grill, which allows hungry 
diners to watch their meals being 
prepared. 

“We’re bringing the food to the 
customers,” said Tarquinn. 

“They are able to see their food 
being cooked and they can go up to 
the chef and ask for a bit more chilli. 

“These days people are sceptical. 
They don’t know what’s going on in 
the kitchen. We’re confident that 


what we are doing is so good that 
we cook it in front of them.” 

Tarquinn added that the range of 
dishes, which include main-sized 
portions as well as small plates of 
various grilled meats, seafood and 
vegetables, means that customers 
can come in for a quick after-work 
snack or a full meal. 

“There is an element of tapas din¬ 
ing,” he said. “You can order a little 


bit of this and a little bit of that. You 
can come and have a few small 
plates and have a drink, but I think 
once people smell the food cooking 
on the grill they won’t be able to 
resist ordering more.” 

Shoku is open from 5pm-1 Opm on 
Monday to Thursday, 5pm-11 pm on 
Friday, 1 pm-11 pm on Saturday and 
Ipm-IOpm on Sunday.

LLORIS IS FULL OF 
PRAISE FOR FANS

HUGO LLORIS admits that he will look back on 
his first season at Tottenham Hotspur with fond 
memories even though they missed out on quali¬ 
fying for the Champions League. 

The French international goalkeeper arrived at 
White Hart Lane from Lyon at the end of the 
summer transfer window last year and initially 
struggled to break into the first team. 

But he eventually forced his way ahead of 
Brad Friedel and remained in the side for the rest 
of the campaign on the back of a series of fine 
performances. 

“This season has been important for me, a new 
step in my career and I really appreciate playing 
for Tottenham and playing at White Hart Lane 
with great fans,” he said. “The fans travel with us 
everywhere, all over Europe and I have a huge 
respect for that. 

“I think there is a big community at White Hart 
Lane between players and fans, We won a lot of 
important games, including against Arsenal and 
Manchester City and that’s when we really felt the 
power of our fans. It was a great feeling.” 

Meanwhile, Lewis Holtby has vowed to come 
back stronger next season after enduring a disap¬ 
pointing end to the campaign for club and country. 

Having seen Spurs fall just short in their bid 
to secure a top-four finish, the midfielder then 
captained the German under-21 side who strug¬ 
gled in the European Championships - failing to 
progress beyond the group stages after suffering 
defeats in their opening two matches against the 
Netherlands and Spain. 

However, Holtby - who joined Tottenham from 
Schalke in January - is remaining philosophical 
about his disappointments and insists that he is 
feeling upbeat about the future. 


He said: “It’s been a bad end to the season, but 
what can I do? I can’t change it now. I just have to 
be positive. Hopefully I still have a long career 
ahead of me, and all my colleagues are healthy 
and we have no serious injuries. 


“Sometimes you have to put things into 
perspective and think as a human, not just a foot¬ 
baller. I can’t wait for next season to start. I think 
next season is going to be my year. 

“It will be my first pre-season in English foot¬ 


ball and I plan to give it my all. I have settled 
in very well with the rest of the lads. It feels as 
though I have been at Tottenham a lot longer than 
six months. It’s a great club, and I can’t wait to try 
to help them get into the Champions League.”
